Bristol Township commissioners last night gave 
their stamp of approval to another apartment project. 


This time, it was a 30-unit 
project to be built by James 
Bozzo on three acres of land 
behind the Violetwood Shopping 
Center. 


The nine commissioners pres­ 
ent spent one hour in debating 
the merits of the apartments 
before approving Bozzo’s plans 
by a 7-1 vote. Commissioner 
James N. Kline abstained on 
the grounds he didn’t think the 
township’s apartment ordinance 
“is sufficient.” 


There were only nine votes 
since the third ward is without 
an “interim” commissioner un­ 
til the 10-member board reor­ 
ganizes Monday night. 


Edward F. Smith, realtor rep­ 
resenting Bozzo, told the com­ 
missioners the apartment proj­ 
ect would comprise 30 units—27 
of the one-bedroom variety and 
three with two bedrooms. Con­ 
struction of the two-and-a-half 
story building is expected to 
cost $200,000.

HONOLULU (UPI) — A huge 
task force of planes and ships 
fanned out over the vast Pacif­ 
ic today in an intensified search 
for nine men who went down 
with a C124 Globemaster cargo 
aircraft Thursday. 


The Air Force called for ad­ 
ditional search planes from the 
Mainland, 
Japan and 
Guam, 
and military and civilian ships 
sped toward the search area to 
join four Navy ships already on 
the scene. 


A total of 70 Air Force, Navy 
and Coast Guard planes have 
been thrown into the search. 


The massive operation, which 
already 
has 
covered 
414,000 
square miles of the Pacific, 
was revitalized Friday by a se­ 
ries of brief SOS signals and 
the report of a mysterious flash 
of light. 


An Air Force spokesman at 
Hickam Air Force Base near 
Honolulu said, “The signals are 
enough to keep people working 
the search hopeful and spurred 
on in their efforts. But it is not 
enough to warrant us coming 
out to confidently and perhaps 
falsely raising hopes of rela­ 
tives until we know for sure 
what we have got.”

heard Thursday night, but Air 
Force officials said they formed 
a confusing pattern. The sig­ 
nals were on an emergency fre­ 
quency and lasted only about 
two seconds each, making it 
difficult to track their source.

But the Vatican has denied 
that any such aim is intended 
in the pontiff’s visit. 


King Hussein of Jordan, at a 
news conference in the Jorda­

Pope’s visit with Jordan’s cur­ 
rent dispute over Israeli plans 
to divert the waters of the 
River Jordan. 
He ruled out any possibility 
that Pope Paul could mediate 
between the Arabs and Israelis 
over the water dispute. He said 
the Pope’s visit could do noth­ 
ing to improve Arab-Israeli re­ 
lations.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen 
Barry Coldwater and Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller are squaring 
off for a classic conservative vs. 
liberal contest which many fel­ 
low Republicans believe neither 
can win. 
Coldwater announced Friday 
he was a candidate for the GOP 
presidential nomination because 


he had heard of no other an­ 
nounced candidate ready to give 
the voters a “clear choice" in 
the election next Nov. 3. Rocke­ 
feller 
is 
the only 
other an­ 
nounced candidate preparing for 
a national campaign 
Both the conservative Arizona 
senator and the liberal N e w 
York governor have announced 


they will be in presidential pri­ 
maries 
in 
New 
Hampshire 
March IO. Oregon May 15 and 
California June 2. 
Presidential primaries some­ 
times lead to victory at national 
nominating 
conventions 
a n d 
sometimes 
they 
are 
ignored. 
The late President Kennedy fol­ 
lowed the primary route to the 


Democratic nomination in I960, 
but the late Sen Estes Kefauv- 
er followed it in 1952 only to 
lose to Adlai E. Stevenson, who 
had entered none of the pri­ 
maries.

for 1964, Coldwater still rates as 
the 
front-runner despite

slide downward in public opin­ 
ion polls since Kennedy's death. 
He is the only Republican with 
a substantial bloc of national 
convention delegates in sight—in 
the Southern, Midwestern and 
Rocky Mountain states. 
The New Hampshire primary 
is shaping up as a significant

King Hussein of Jordan, 29

Moslems 
and 
others 
Christians, 
greeted 
the

party at Amman. 
Hussein welcomed Pope Paul, 
first pontiff ever to visit the 
Holy Land, “ on behalf of the 
Jordanian family, Moslems and 
Christians alike, on behalf of 
all Arab peoples and on behalf 
of all peoples who believe in 
God and good in this world.” 
“ I hope this holy pilgrimage 
to the Holy Land will be a suc­ 
cess in every way,” he said.

Judge Eugene V. Alessandro- 
m issued the injunction because 
“there is a clear and present 
danger of violence and possible 
bloodshed to onlookers and by­ 
standers because of increasing 
racial threats.” An estimated 
2,000 policemen were expected 
to be on duty along the three 
mile parade route on Broad 
Street to guard against the con­ 
tinued possibility of clashes be­ 
tween the marchers, some of 
whom still threatened to use 
blackface, and protesters.
